At the recent Conference held in Wel- 
limgton, the following remit came from 


the Waikato Branch: *''That the Confer- 
ence fully discuss the advisability of 
forming judging tests for those who 


might apply, in order that they may be 
granted a certificate of proficiency; the 


tests to include the grading of honey 
wax, honey-mend, and honey vinegar." 
There was but very little ssion on 
this, and nothing was done to give effect 
to tho wishes of the members of the 
Branch, This is a pity, us it opens up 
a lino of work that would assist the 


National nnd its organisation and useful- 
mess in а way that no other lino would. 
However, to our thinking the rem 
fringes the subject, What is required is 
something ombracing the whole of the 
agricultural profession, from the opening 
of the hive in the spring to the grading 
ot honey, both liquid and granulated, for 
the market, The National should certainly 
issue cortifioates to those who ars capable,

and the possession of these would be to 
indicate that the owner was a practical 
man in not only judging the commodities’ 
wames, bot in all branches of the industry 

When we went to school we were well 
grounded in the subjects of the standard

In the July issue of the Journal of 
Agriculture an advertisement appears an- 
mouneing the sale of ltalian bees and 
queens from the Ruakurn Apiary, and we 
are glad to note that it ineludes *'un 
tested’? queens. А similar advertisement 
appeared last year, and the first month it 
appeared ‘untested’? queens were offered 
for snle, but these were eut out 
gocond advertisement, and by the timo the 
third appeared, the demand for qu 
beeame greater than tho Apiary could 
supply, so the advertisement was with 
drawn. On onquiring why tho ‘untested’ 
queens were withdrawn from sale, 
learned that owing to representation bi 
made to the Department from a lem 
authority in bee culture, who consi 
it should bo the policy of the Government 
to supply pure stock only, anil not have 
anything to до with the sale of mated 
queens, these were ent out of the advertise-

ment, although we believe the demand for 
these was considerably greater than for 
the two tested grades. 

So the point under review is: Is it a 
wise policy for the Department of Agri- 
colture to send ont anything other than 
pure tested stock! If we were discussing 
any stock other than queen bees, we should 
say decidedly No! because it would indi- 
cate that carelessness was evident in 
securing purity by not exercising dis- 
cretion in the mating of the stock for 
breeding purposes. But with qneen bees, 
where it is absolutely impossible to con- 
trol the mating, it is an entirely different 
thing. А buyer of an untested queen 
knows (or should know) that he is buying 
a queen bee whose progeny has not been 
tested for purity; she has been sold im- 
mediately she commenced laying eggs, and 
goes to the buyer simply as a laying queen, 
without any guarantee that she will be 
anything beyond that. 


eeing there is an element of uncertainty 
with these queens, why advocate the sale? 
Tt ocenrs to as this way. In the spring, 
when we are building ap our colonics, we 
shall all come across some that have queens 
that should be replaced at the earliest 
opportunity, nnd if we сап get hold of 
some young queens early, it is going to 
make all the difference in our erop of 
honey. The spring is the time to replace 
old and failing queens: the earlier yon 
enn get them the better, and it is just 
here where the advantage of being able 
to procure untested queens comes in, To 
wait and seo if she be purely mated 
means another month, and by the time 
she is received by the beekeeper, her bees 
hatehed out and old enough to bo in the 
field, the ehanees are that it will be too 
late-—the honey flow over, and you have 
a lot more bees than necessary to carry 
over the winter. 
` . . . 


The time required to see if the queen 
is purely mated is going to increase tho 
work of the officer in charge very co 
siderably, as the number of nuclei he will 
want will run intu hundreds. There is 
another aspect to be considered. If mis- 
mated queens are not to be sold, what 
is to be done with them? Are they to be 
killed? [f so, then your State Apiary is 
not going to be run ou either economie 
or commercial lines; neither is it going 
to be the use to the industry it might 
be, The bybrid Dees are in many cases 
gatherers than the pure stock, 
amd serve every purpose except that to 
breed from. We should think a farmer 
mad if, because a Shorthorn bull by ace 
dent got amongst his Jersey herd, 
killed "all the calves, when they have 
market value to those who want them 
for their breed, but for the capabi 
of producing milk. Precisely the same 
argument applies with regard to untested 
queens, ‘These are wanted for one pur- 
pose only—to furnish bees to bring in

the honey, be they blnek, white, or yellow, 
uud to refuse to sell them beenuso thoy 
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ed for purity of mating—uote 
of mating, not honey- 
to our mind foolishness: 
‚ as we all know, n very 
FiMieult and uncertain work, and if after 
you have got the cells neeepted, aod 
Wesiroyed those that do mot appear pre 
perly formed, queens safely hatched ош.

nm refusing to give vital help at the most 
opportune time to those engaged in the 
industry, when they are ouly too anxious 
and willing to secure these (perbaps, and 
perhaps only) mismated queens.

The most widely known qneen breeder 
in the country told the Editor thar he lost 
about £150 last season in raising queens 
instead of honey, and that if prices for 
honey remain as firm next year, the pro- 
bability is that queens for sale will not 
be raised. If this gentleman does stop 
ing, then the industry is going to 
'у badly off as regurds New Zealand 
queens, and we shall probably be forced 
to import from Australia, which should 
be unnecessary, and, for the control of 
disease, undesirable. The State Apiary 
can just here be of the greatest assistan 
because we tuke it that all State enter. 
prises aro taken up for the benefit of the 
particular industry, not with the idea of 
making a profit; therefore, it could and 
would be able to supply queens at the 
actual cost in time and labour, and by 
the sale of untested queens would prove 
itself to be an absolute boon, and thus 
he acting for the greatest good to the 
greatest. number. 


As we have stated, the Department 
started advertising the sale of untested 
queens last year, then on representation 
being made withdrew them. This year, 
owing to representation being made from 
other quarters, they are again advertised. 
Now, as the demand for these queens wijl 
be made chiefly by the readers of our 
Journal, we ask all to send in their opi ions 
on this matter, Al the Department 
oficials receive the Journal, and the views 
expressed would give them an indication 
whether they had been ill-advised or not.

“Por some time past we have been sug- 
gesting that in our opinion sooner or later 
the Food Controller would be compelled 
to step in and put a cheek on the ever 
advancing price of honey, but at the time 
of writing cannot obtain amy definite in. 
formation in regard to this matter; but we 
have it on excellent authority that within 
the next two months or so tho long looked. 
for control will take place. Tt is, of 
course, impossible for us to estimate at 
what price honey will he fixed, but it is 


quite likely something like 1/3 per lb. 
retail will be about the limit. If thi 
is the ease, someone in this country is 


going to be woefully left, because at the 
present price of the bulk honey it is 
necessary for retailers to ask nt least 2/6 
per nominal pound pot.'' 

“We will advise you by cable immedi- 
ately wo have any definite news, both аз 
regards salo to the Government and also 
in regard to control."

VARIOUS TYPES OF HIVES AND 
ACCESSOKIES. 


''Waters'' Hive.—This hive is not likely 
ever to become popular, as it is difficult 
to handle, being so large; moreover, as 
all the entrances are to the front tbe bees 
have a tendency to go to one entrance. 
It could be improved by having the en- 
trances to the end apartments at the sides, 


Twelve-frame ‘‘Langstroth'’ Hive— 
This is a really good hive for our mild 
climate, especially in the North Island, 
and it сап be recommended to anyone 
making a start. But for the average bee- 
keeper shallow supers only should be used 
with this type, as otherwise they would 
be too heavy to lift. The frames for this 
hive being ‘‘Langstroth’? are interchange. 
able with those of the ten-frame hive of 
the same name, The New Zealand climate, 
with its mild winter and long spring, 
favours a large brood-nest, und the twelve 
frame hive thus has an advantage over 
the ten-frame. Тһе disadvantages aro 
that the former ів rather heavy to lift, and 
is itself not interchangeable with the ten- 
framo hives or supers. 

''Dadant-Quinby'' Hive.—This hive is 
quite unsuitable for New Zealand condi 
tions, as it is too heavy and clumsy, und 
the double-walled supers are not necessary 
in this climate. It js off the standard 
size in frames and hive-parts, and would 
need a special extractor and eomb-foundn 
tions, thus meaning extra expense.

*'Deadman'' Super-cleaner.—A trial was 
given this past season of the drip-eonil, 
super-eleanor, and proved one of the best 
experiments carried out at the apiary, |t 
is an excellent device for cleaning comhy 
after being extracted; it prevents robbing 
nd attendant evils [This device was 
deseribed by Mr. Trythall in the Journal 
for April Inst.]

The flat telescopic zine- 
covered roof is highly satisfactory in 
every particular, is easily made, and abso- 
lately dry, Tt is very: durable, easily 
packed for storage, is removable, and is 
superior to all other makes. 

Bottom-boards.— The American-pattern 
floor-bosrd is fair, but could be greatly 
improved if it had a good entrance-con- 
tracting device. 

''Hand'' Bottom-board.—During the 
son the Hand bottom-board was given a 
good trial and it has been proved to be 
an excellent device in securing almost 
perfect control over swarming. It lends 
itself to so many different manipulations 
that it will possibly solve many of the 
beekeeper's difficulties, Some fifteen hives 
were set apart to fully test this system, 
with the result that it ean be confidently 
recommended to careful beekeepers. 

Shallow Honey-supers—These are past 
the experimental stage, and are an im- 
provement on the full-depth type. They 
are light and easy to handle, and the 
bees aseend to them more readily. They 
are eusy to extract, and a boon to women 
beekeepers, 

Frame-wiring Devices—We have found 
Doyle's frame-wiring bloek a very useful 
appliance, and the Stephen Anthony frame 
block for putting together frames is à 
decided success, 

Hive-stands—Tho ‘‘Eternite’’ stands, 
on which are placed the bottom-hoards in 
the apinry, are lasting well, and keep down 
the grass with a minimum of labour,

It is really past all comprehension 
why, after the Minister of Agriculture 
distinetly promising the deputation from 
the Conference that а Chief Apiarist would 
be appointed if a suitable m mld be 
found, no attempt is made to aseortain

whether such n person can be obtained. 


We aro now just as distinctly informed 
that the question is turned until 
after the war is over. There has never 
been а time when such an olficer was more 
needed thun now to oversee the work of 
the large number of local inspectors ant 
the two new inexperienced ones juat ap 
pointed. Why did the authorities not wai 
til) after the war before appointing а hor 
ticulturist? I am sure there is more need 
for a Chief Apiarist thun a horticulturist 
just now, and more to lose by delaying 
the appointment than would have been 
caused by the latter offiee being vaes 
till the war ended.

The Valley 
Was well stocked with bees, but as soon 
as the reports of big yields got abroad, 
beekeepers with their bees from distant 
parts began to flock into the Valley 
Those already established there reali: 
that if this went on they would 
swamped, and neither they nor tho new 
comers would get decont erops of honey. 
A meeting of the original resident bec- 
keepers was held, when they decided to 
swamp all neweomers. One of the latter 
brought, вау, 100 colonies into the Valley.

An Early Spring Day's Work 
| among the Bees.

[Coneluded.] 

There are a number of ways of 
feeding a colony short of stores, bnt 
the one mentioned is the best of 
all In case no sealed stores are on 


hand, it is a good plan to give cakes 
of candy laid on the tops of the frames, 


to ho large quantities of the plant growing 
in the swampy suburb of Napier. 


This way of feeding does not excite the 
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bres and start robbing, bnt under our pro 
sont conditions—that 13 to say, our apiar) 
boing a long way from homo and no facili 
ties convenient for enndy-making—we al- 
ways plan to leave plenty with the beos, 
ко that if any have an excess, we can al- 
ways take from those with plenty to help 
any which may be short. We do not like 
keeping combs of honey in the honey- 
house, because we always find them granu 
lated, and the bees do not seom to caro 
much about using thom, If we wanted to 
feed the colony to stimulate brood-rearing, 
we should give them sugar syrup. Thero 
nre numerous feeders made for this pur 
pose. The Alexander feeder is a good one. 
Doolittle's division board feeder is even 
hetter, but unless very carefully made and 
well waxed is liable to leak and eause 
robbing. There is also the feeder made 
ou the pepperbox principle. Tt із а 
honey tin with а lever lid, in which a 
number of holes are punched. Fill with 
syrup, and invert over the frames. A jar 
with a picce of calico tied over the top 
swers the same purpose if set on a 
couple of sticks about %-inch thick. Feed- 
ing liquid feed is always a messy job, 
however, nnd unless done in the evening 
is apt to stir the bees up too much and 
induce robbing. Avoid it if you can, 
Questions: Clipping Wings. Poul-brood. 


We will examine one more hive, It is 
our best. We find by the record that we 
have had this queen three years. Last 
year she gave us 262 Ља, of extracted 
honey. The average from the rest of the 
apiary was 100 lbs. per colony. We know 
from previous records that she has held 
a similar position each season. This is 
our breeding queen, and last season we 
reared about 25 queens from her eggs. 
We are hoping she will last another few 
weeks at anyrate, us we want (0 get more 
of her stock. I need hardly tell yon she 
is a pure Italian, and ін without exception 
the best queen we have ever posses 
Her workers are all evenly marked with 
three yellow bands, are very good-tem 
pered, do not use propolis excessively, and 
ure extremely energetic, During the three 
seasons there has never been ап attempt 
mnde to swarm, and wo have had less 
trouble and better returns from this hive 
than any other in the apiary. This is 
the strain of bee we have evolved by 
careful selection of the best all-roun 
qneen during our eight years’ beekeeping, 
d іп wishing you all the best of success 
in the industry we will say this i» the sort 
of bee you should try to rear.

I would like specially to mention that 
it is recognised by the Government as the 
ouly representative organisation of the 
beekeeping industry in the Dominion, and 
has for three years now been granted a 
pound for pound subsidy on the subscrip 
tions. A sum of money has also been 
granted in addition to this subsidy.

An Amateur Bee Club was formed in 
areh abont twelve months ago, Г 
think, and I specially desire to arouse 
the interests of its members in tho 
National. I understand that several efforts 
have been mado to get tho Club to affilinto 
with the National, nnd I trust the Club 
will oventually decide to throw in its lot 
with the rest of the beekeepers of tho 
Dominion and become n Branch. 

There has been n good deal of criticism 
levelled at the Canterbury Branch for 
having allowed a second Club to bo formed 
n the town, but T do not think it was 
deserved. Thero has never beon any 
obstacle put. in the way of anyone wishing 


to join, and if bolp has been wanted it 
could always be had for the asking. А 
good deal hns been done to try to arouse 


the interests of members and attract now 
ones, but there have been a number of 
bad sonsons, and honey prices bavo boon 
low, eonsequontly our olforts fell very flat, 
Now that prieòs nnd sensons havo im- 
proved, there seems to be n dosiro for 
information and instruction, nnd ns (he 
majority of tho oxporionced bookeopors 
aro members of somo Branch of tho 
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National, it does not need much demon- 
stration to show that by joining the 
National the desire would be satisfied. 


Before I sit down, T wish to make it 
Jain that there is no antagonism to the 
Christchurch Amateur Bee Club. т 
town is quite big enough for two Branches 
of the National if the members prefer 
to remain outside the established Branch: 
but Г do most earnestly appeal to the 
members to join in by forming themselves 
into a Branch, nnd let us be a united and 
happy family under the flag of the 
National Beekeopors’ Association of N.Z.

Mr. Chave commenced by saying that the 
keeping of bees in any old box and any out- 
of-the-way place was now out of date. To 
make it а success, it was noeossary to 
keep bees in a. proper frame hive and 
handle them intelligently. Не illustrated 
his remarks with a model bive he had 
brought, and showed the folly of oxcessive 
smoking to subdue the bees, which de- 
moralised them instead of making them 
tractable, and stopped them working for 
many hours, Не stressed the necossity for 
keeping the hives snug and warm in spring, 
nnd deprecated the ‘‘sprending of brood,’ 
but showed that it was an advantage to 
reverse the frames in many enses He 
showed that it was very necessary to 
closely observe the habits of beos to be- 
como a successful beokeeper. Tt was a 
mistake to spend too much time in 
manipulation, A thorough examination 
threo or four times a year, and plenty of 
toom given at the right time, was tho 
best way to keep down swarming and 
socuro w good егор. 

Mr, Rarp then gavo a short address, anil 
uskod (hose present to co-operate with 
himsol? and tho inspector in stamping out

A dose of morphia ejected under tho skin 
causes increasing drowsiness, and eventu- 
ally sleep; but let the operator strike 1 
large vein and be produces immediate 
symptoms so alarming that he is never 
likely to repeat the mistake, Analogous 
effects occur in bee-stings, the urgency 
of the symptoms depending on the rapidity 
With which the poison is received into the
